Aviators’ bidsaeilaes Probably W — : 
From Los Angeles Races and , } 
Will Affect World’s Events in Pall, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—The headquar- 
ters here of the Aero Club of America 
ig today.the storm center of the dis- 
cussion as to the probable effect which 
the Wright injunctions against Curtiss 
and Paulhan will have on the big avia- 
tion meeting at Los Angeles next week. 

The amnouncement that a second set 
of papers were served on Paulhan just 
as he was leaving New York yesterday 
has given rise to a fear that he and 
the other aviators may be restrained 
from making flights in Los Angeles. 

The serving of this second set of /pa- 
pers on the French aviator followed the 
receipt of news from Buffalo that the 
United States Circuit Court there had 
granted an injunction restraining Glenn 
H, Curtiss from flying on the coast.

It was the inde- 
pendence of the representative in Con- 
gress which he was contending for, ne 
said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—With amaze- 
ment in some cases bordering on anger, 
the insurgent Republican members of 
the House. today read the Published re- 
ports that they were to be singled out 
by the administration for punishment 
for their “rebeliious conduct” as mem- 
bers of the majority party of the House.

TRE FLATIRON 
IS A STERILIZER 


HAT the ordinary process of fron- 
pe ing clothes kills.disease germs is 
the discovery made by a French 
scientist. A writer in the Paris Cosmos 
says: 

“The smoothing of household linen 
with a hot flatiron may accomplish 
mueh more than is intended by laun- 
dresses. As the iron is heated to tem- 
peratures that often exceed 130 degrees 
C., it has been thought, that it must be 
able to sterilize certain fabrics and 
thus render hygienic service, especially 
in the country, where furnaces for dis- 
infection or autoclaves for sterilization 
are not available. 

“It is well known that all microbes 
may be killed by the sufficiently pro- 
longed application of a temperature of 
70 degrees C.; but sterilization requires 
130 degrees, because the spores of .cer- 
tain bacteria resist lower temperatures. 

“Experiments have been made to 
show that the flatiron is capable at 
least of disinfecting linen. Pieces of 
cloth were selected that had been in 
contact with children suffering from 
contagious disease, or had been con- 
taminated with the germs of diph- 
theria, pyemia, etc. | 

“This linen was moistened and then 
ironed, after which it was rubbed on 
plates of gelatin prepared for the cul- 
ture of microbes. It was found that 
no microbian colony developed.” °
